London, June 4.—Infantry, cavalry, 
artillery and whippet tanks took part 
in the first offensive action of. the 
British troops on the Ulster border- 
wand early this afternoon, when 
-Pettigoe, which straddled the line,

in free state territo¥y, was stormed 


' and retaken from troops of the Irish 


republican army, who entered on 
May 30. 

Reports from Belfast describe the 
rorder countryside as swarming with 
khaki, while the British general di- 
rects the operations from headquar- 
ters on a hiil outside the town. 

When it became evident that the 
British were moving in force against 


Pettigoe, the republicans began _ to 


withdraw, consequently there was little 


resistance to parties of soldiers in mo- 
tors and on foot who dashed through 
the town shortly afternoon. It is 
semi-officially announced that the re- 
publicans suffered heavy losses, but 
. the sole casuality-on the northern side 
was the driver of a motor car. 
j Commandant Captured. 
Besides the republican commandant 
and staff, who were, taken prisoner 
when the troops entered the town, it 
is reported that a large number of 
sinn feiners were captured in a later 
clean-up of Pettigoe. Of three columns 
of troops which last evening began 


advancing into the section of Ferma- 


‘nagh county occupied by the south- 
erners, two columns operated toward 
Pettigoe, the other in the direction of 
Belleek, which the republicans had 
also occupied. 

At noon the troops had approached 
to within a mile of Pettigoe without 
drawing the fire of the southerners, 
uwho were then evacuating the place 
Land the hills which dominated the 
main road along the line of march.

Search of old records Sunday failed 
to disclose any cases where a woman 
had been hanged in Georgia except 
in the case mentioned in The Consti- 
tution Sunday, which was explained.

He points out that a case 
where a white woman was sentenced 
to be hanged in Pickens county. The 
woman was named Kate Souther and 
sie killed a woman named Mamie 
White in 1873 or 1874. She was 
tried before Judge George N. Lester 
and was defended by Colonel W.

Washington, June 4.—Senators are 

chafing at the slow progress being 
made on the tariff bill, which promises 
gruelling work through the dog days, 
and makes the date of adjournment 
purely a matter for speculation. 

So far, the senate has acted on only 
<00 of the amendments made by the 
finance committee in the house bill. 
T'he measure has been under consid- 
eration for seven weeks. At the 
present rate, it would not be finally 
approved inside of a year. Night ses- 
sions have been held and leaders have 
endeavored to expedite votes, but the 
flow of words has continued, and ex- 
traneous matters have found their 
way to the floor, “wasting” hours of 
time, 

Leaders would not permit the bill 
to remain before the senate for a 
year, of course, nor for anywhere 
near that long. The majority will 
toke heroic measures to curtail de- 
bate. Unless senators do this volun- 
tarily, and, as iritation increases at 
the delays, sentiment for the imposi- 
tion of cloture grows. Not a few 
senators have political matters “back 
home” that requires attention before 
the November elections. All are tir- 
ing of the hours and hours of tedious 
cebate. 

Bonus Bill Waits. 

Meantime, the soldier bonus bill is 
awaiting attention. It promises to 
provoke considerable debate, using 
more time. The naval appropriation 
bill and the ship scrapping bill must 
be passed. President Harding is 
exerting pressure for the passage of 
the ship subsidy, which threatens to 
develop a protracted controversy. The 
farm bloc would like to have certain 
agricultural measures enacted, and is 
disposed to insist on a law to extend 
farm credit facilities.

Verdun, June 4.—If America thinks 
France is militaristic, let her remem- 
ber that the spirit of revenge does not 
die with defeat, and that there are 
serious dangers still menacing France, 
Premier Poincare declared at the 
presentation of a medal to the city of 
Verdun by the United States govern- 
ment Sunday. France must support 
an army to support her reparations 
claims, oe added. 

The medal, presented by Aambassa- 
dor Myron T. Herrick, is the only one 
ever bestowed on a city by the Ameri- 
can government. It is a gift, the am- 
bassador said, “in the name of the 
congress and the people of the United 
States as a mark of America's appre- 
ciation of the valor of its defenders.”

* Entente Possible. 

“It is impossible,” he said, “that 
divergencies of opinion between the 
allied and associated peoples can be 
automatically suppressed. Neverthe- 
less, a sincere entente is possible, and 
the public should not grow nervous 
during any temporary misunderstand- 
ings. 

“A legend has been spread in the 
United States to the effect that 
I’rance is militaristic: Official denials 
appear to be insufficient to dispel 
this legend. But let those who aceuse 
us reflect on the dangers that menace 
France. Let them remember, also, that 
the spirit of revenge does not die after 
defeat. 

“The reparations that were prom. 
ised are still unpaid, and therefore 
we aré obliged to maintain an army 
to support our claims. Should peace 
enrich Germany at France’s expense, 
it would be to defeat the cause for 
which the allies fought. It would be 
the humiliation and ruin of France. 

Herrick’s Remarks. 

Ambassador Herrick, in presenting 
the medal, said that without full rec- 
ognition of the terrific fight the Ger- 
mans made at Verdun no one could 
realize how great was the miracle 
which the French accomplished in 
withstanding the onslaught.

Washington, June 4.—A warrant 
has been issued by United States Com- 
nissioner Hitt for the arrest of J. L. 
Vhillips, chairman of the Republican 
State National committee for Georgia, 
charging fraud in the execution of 
war contracts. Beyond confirming re- 
ports that the warrant had been is- 
sued, Commissioner Hitt refused to- 
night to discuss the case, 

Phillips, as a member of the firm of 
Phillips & Stevens, obtained a contract 
soon after the armistice from the gov- 
ernment to dispose of surplus lumber 
left from cantonment and camp cone 
truction and other war building de- 
yvelopments, the firm having been desige- 
nated by a conference of lumber 
dealers to act as their agent. 

Representative Woodruff, repub- 
}lican of Michigan, in a speech recently 
in the house, asserted that official re- 
ports had been filed by government 
auditors in September, 1921, showing 
that Phillips & Stevens still owed the 
rovernment under this contract more 
than $1,850,000, and that so far as he 
could learn “no proceedings whatever 
kad been instituted in this connec. 


tion.’ 
No Indictment Reported. 

Although it has been generally re- 
ported during the past week that the 
spetial grand jury now sitting here 
on war frauds cases had been engaged 
in comsSieration of evidence dealing 
with contPacts for sale of surplus lum- 
her, there has been no statements from 
any official source to indicate whether 
the Phillips & Stevens contract had 
been among those presented. 

So far as could be learned the grand 
jury has yet to hand down its first 
indictment and issuance of a warrant 
prior to indictment was declared by 
some officials to be an unusual, though 
not unprecedented, procédure. : 

The lumber contract obtained by 
Phillips & Stevens called ‘for dis- 
posal of spruce, pine, hemlock and fir 
lumber only, according to the report 
cited by Representative Woodruff. He 
asserted, however, that the firm had 
obtained and sold surplus supplies of 
more than 50 varieties including much 
valuable hardwood. 

Mr. Phillips resides in Thomasville, 
(va., in which section he is reported to 
own extensive tracts of timber.

Big Business Men of Mexico 
Quite Optimistic About Future 


A decided improvement in the com- 
mercial interchange between Mexico 
and the United States may be looked 
for within the next thirty or sixty 
days, whether the prospects for recog- 
nition get better or not, according to 
C. W. Strain, general passenger agent 
of the Gulf Ooast Lines, who has 
just returned from a business trip to 
Mexico City, says a Houston, Texas, 
dispatch to The New York Commer- 
cial.

At the same time —— of- 
ficials made public an exchange of 
letters between Secretary? glies and 
Secretary Mellon, of tle treasury de- 
partment, in which coggizance is taken 
of the charges of misfise of Russian 
embassy funds, produced in the sen- 
ate several weeks ago by Senator 
Borah, republican, Idaho. A detailed 
statement of the embassy’s expendi- 
tures is given by Mr. Mellon, whose 
letter declared that the $187,000,000 
advanced by the United States was 
“used solely for the purchase of obli- 
gations of the Russian government in 
accordance with the liberty loan acts.” 

Embassy Finances. ¢ 

Of the $187,000,000 total, the treas- 
ury secretary said, $125,000,000 was 
transferred by the ambassador to the 
account of the Russian finance min- 
istry, leaving $62, 000, 000 “for expendi- 
ture in this country.” 

“At the time of the fall of the 
Kerensky government ‘in November, 
1917,” the letter added, “the embassy 
had $56,000,000 deposited in this 
country of which $10,000,000 was said 
to be “the balance remaining from 
this government’s loans to Russia,” 
the remainder representing moneys de- 
rived from British and other sources.

LAW AND “MURDER GUN.” 
There is much truth and an obvi- 
ous moral in the cartoon which we 
present elsewhere upon this page, 
in which the cartoonist forcefully 
points out. one of the most flagrant 
inconsistencies in the every-day 
practice in many states and local 
communities of this country. 

The cartoon simply illustrates 
the fact that by law and our right- 
eous zeal in behalf of good morals 
we strictly inhibit whisky, nar- 
cotic drugs and many “lesser 
perils,” while permitting free and 
unrestrained commerce in instru- 
ments used for killing. 

In other words, we have made 
it a crime for a man to buy or sell 
alcoholic liquors or narcotic drugs; 
but, once having violated the law 
by getting drunk on rot-gut whisky 
or by doping himself into a state 
of moral irresponsibility, there is 
nothing in our law or community 
practice to prevent him from walk. 
ing into a gun store or pawnshop 
and equipping himself to do mur- 
der! 

It is a crime in Georgia for a 
citizen to carry deadly weapons 
concealed on his person, without 
proper authorization to do so; but 
if a man, negro or white, were to 
be seen. walking the streets with 
a pistol fastened to his belt and 
in full view, he ought to be, and 
probably would be, arrested on gen- 
eral principles, as a “suspicious 
character.” 

‘ In fact, that is exactly what hap- 


lanta only a short time ago, and 
the policeman who made the arrest 
was entitled to commendation for 
doing what was clearly his duty, 
although the “gun-toter” was with- 
in his legal rights in carrying his 
weapon unconcealed. 

A great number, both of negroes 
and of white men, who are arrested 
on the streets of Atlanta, regard- 
less of the nature of the offense 
alleged, taken to the police station 
and searched, are found to be 
armed with a concealed deadly 
weapon; but it is maintained that 
the police are without authoriza- 
tion to search any man’s person to 
ascertain whether or not he is 


alleged to have committed an of- 
fense warranting his being taken 
into custody. 

The pernicious, menacing prac- 
tice of “gun-toting” ought to be 
stopped; for every man with a gun 
in his pocket is a potential killer 
and a walkins peril to everybody 
4 within the range of his weapon. 
But the way to stop it is not 
simply to make it a misdemeanor 
to carry weapons concealed, and 
to disarm the comparatively few 
infractors who happen to be ar- 
rested for some other offense; but, 
first, to outlaw, or rigidly restrict, 
the traffic in deadly weapons. and, 
second, to authorize the police and 
other officers of the law to search 
the persons of whomever they may 
suspect of being in possession of 
a proscribed weapon. ; 

The law-makers of Georgia might 
profitab] e consideration to leg- 
islation to this end.

ACID?

2am not the first man who has been 
gravely distracted by his typewriter, 
uor among the first millic: who have 
been even more gravely beguiled by 
the uric acid hypothesis Yet 
have no douvt that wooigathering is 
listed among the symptoms which med- 
ical comanticists and commerical 
protagonists have nonchalantly ascribed 
to uric acid in the biocd. Indeed, 
the array of symptoms or effects at-. 
tributed to uric acid is not even 
eclipsed by the endless end infinite 
variety of ills which imag:uative soula 
like t. accredit to that otLer fascinat- 
ing theory, uutointoxication. Given a 
zlib of familiarity with the dub liter- 
ature of “autointoxication,” “anemia,” 
“weak nerve force’ and “uric caid,” a 
shrewd fellow might easily take unto 
himsel: the name of “The New Healtn 
Education Committee” oc something 
equally impfessive ard dv a thriving 
business with the gullable portion of 
the populace. 

The old masters, among them, alas, 
fond fancy for a kind of vague uric 
¢cid retention to which they gave 
the name of “lithemia.” or.“uri¢e acid 
diathesis’”’—diathesis being a doctor’s 
way for saying a predisposition to orea 
tendency to something. This “lithe- 
nia” was a grand invention, for it 
served asa most conveniest diagnosis 
scrapheap for all the odds and ends of 
minor ailments not otherwise ticketed. 
As Dr. Osler remarks in the “doctor’s 
bible,” “One writer enumerates not 
fewer than forty-one separate morbid 
conditions associated with lithemia, 
and one of them astigmatism against 
the rule!” Which sufficiently indi- 
cates Osler’s skepticism of the uric 
ecid diathesis. He further remarks, 
and I hope the reader will remember 
this particularly, for it is the wisdom 
oif agreat physician:  * We may say 
that certain symptoms arise in con- 
nection with defective food or tissue 
metabolism, more particularly of the 
nitrogenous elements. Deficient oxi- 
dation is probably the most essential 
factor of the process ... this faulty 
metabolism. .. .” 

For the purpose of special empha- 
sis repeat what Dr. Olser said: De- 
ficient oxidation—defective metabol- 
is 


m. 
Metabolism isn’t a fair word for a 
dkcector to use in speaking to a layman. 
Perhaps even oxidation isn’t entirely 
proper. Life and health depend on the 
constant combustion of food fuel, body 
tissue, to furnish the energy required 
for muscular work and for the fune- 
tioning of all the organs. This burn- 
ing of fuel is oxidation. The tech- 
nical term for the process is meta- 
bolism, which is Greek for change. 
meaning particularly change in the 
form or character of something, build- 
ing up and tesring down. . 

One more sentence from Osler will 
apprise the thovghtfn!l render of the 
trend of this talk: “Overeating and 
overdrinking, when combined with de- 
ficient muscular exercise. lie \at the 
basis of this nutritional disturhance.”

E. Dickey delivered the: baccalaureate 
sermon to the graduating class of 
Emory university Sunday morning at 
11 o'clock in the assembly hall on 
the campus of the university. This 
is the first sermon Bishop Dickey hag 
delivered since his recent election to 
the bishopric. 
After a few remarks in which 
Bishop Warren Akin Candler intro- 
duced Bishop Dickey, the former 
president of Emory college began the 
Miiscussion of his subject, “The Degre- 
dation of Higher Things and the Re- 
action.” 
Dr. Dickey’s Talk. ; 
“The. estimate of a thing,” said 
the Speaker, “makes one’s attitude 
toward it, and the attitude.toward a 
thing makes one’s estimate of it.”

Following this line of thought 
throughout the sermon, the bishop re- 
ferred to man’s attitude toward 
womanhood, and showed that where 
individuals and nations had respected 
womanhood, individual and nations 
bad prospered and flourished. 
Continuing on this line of thought, 
the speaker said, “Is marriage noth- 
ing more than agcivil contract, some- 
thing which a civil order can abol- 
ish? Rome was a great‘and flourish- 
ing republic as long as great and 
mighty Rome observed the sacredness 
of the marriage relation, but just as 
soon as Rome began the pollution 
of the marriage vows the republic 
weakened and the barbarous hoards 
swept away the unworthy civilization.

“If the attitude of man to man is 
that of a machine, the lubricant which 
will be furnished will be just enough 
to keep the machine running smooth- 
ly.

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Georgia Baptists Holding 
Anniversary Celebration 


BY LOUIE D. NEWTON. 


Bright sunshine and the quiet of 
Sabbath day combined to give to the 
second day of the celebration of: the 
Georgia Baptist convention, held yes- 
terday at Powelton church, where in 
June, 1822, the convention was or- 
ganized, an attendance record which 
had not been anticipated by the most 
optimistic friends of the occasion. 
—— Augusta, Macon, ‘Atlanta, Mil- 
edgeville, Sandersville, Sparta, War- 
renton, Greensboro, Washington, 
Athens, Crawfordville, Madison, 
Camak, Thomson and other centers 
came cars with enthusiastic friends 
of the movement to celebrate the one 
hundredth anniversary of the Baptist 
convention of Georgia. 

At 10 o'clock the little meeting 
house was packed and the magnifi- 
cent oaks about the grounds were as- 
sembling place for wa 5 groups who 
could not find seats. Then Dr. Jobn 
D. Mell, president of the convention, 
called the meeting to order there was 
not one available seat in the house. It 
is likely that it was the largest gath- 
ering of people for a church service in 
a vulage in many years. 

Singing Is Big Feature. 

The singing at Powelton yesterday 
was a feature of the entire day. From 
the beginning of the service the hymns 
were appealing and the people sang 
them with a feryor that was contagi- 
ous. No insistent leader was neces- 
sary to’get the people to sing. 

“I am glad to know that the peo- 
ple still ‘like to sing. I remember 
that our boys delighted to sing in the 
army and I was about to fear that 
we had forgotten the art.” declared 
President Mell. 

Dr. John F. Purser, president -of 
the Home Mission board, was the first 
speaker of the day. Dr. Purser plead 
for a deeper prayer life on the part 
of the church people, declaring that 
he believed that the highest expres- 
sion of man’s activities is when he 
talks with God. 

W. M. Wheeler, leading member of 
the Powelton church, was the second 
speaker. He recounted the history of 
the church from the conference held 
at Powelton in 1801, 1803, and 1818 
and then in 1822 when Jesse Mercer, 
Adiel Sherwood and other leaders ef- 
fected the organization of the conven- 
tion. Delégates from the Georgia as- 
sociation, and Ocmulgee associations 
participated:in that organization. It 
was recalled that the Sarepta asso- 
ciation: delegates declined to enter into 
an organization. Mr. Wheeler recited 
the greatevents in Georgia Baptist 
life, which had their inception at Pow- 
elton. For example the movement which 
resulted in the missionary endeavor 
of the denomination, the resolution 
to establish Mercer university and 
many others. 

Dr. Landrum Speaks. " 

Dr. W. W. Landrum was the prin- 
cipal speaker of the day, delivering 
the centennial address. His theme 
was the same as that of his address 
at Kiokee on Saturday. It was an 
interpretation of the man of 1822 to 
the man of 1922. He declared that 
Baptists stand for individualism, de- 
mocracy‘and spirituality and empha- 
sized that in these great words were 
wrapped up in the significance of the 
wonderful growth of the Baptist prin- 
ciple throughout the world. : 

Dr. Landrum closed his address with 
the story of the ringing of the liberty 
bell in Philadelphia when the declara- 
tion of independence had been signed 
and enthused his hearers when he de- 
ciured that the world is waiting today 
to hear the call of principles hig and 
clear which compel men to follow the 
teachings of Christ into the privileges 
of democracy resulting from their ex- 
ercise of their inherent rights as in- 
dividuals before Gad and man, de- 
caring that Daniel Marshall was right 
when he said that he believed in a 
state without a king and church with- 
out a bishop. 

At the noon hour there was an 
abundance of delicious viands that 
made the day an event in the annals 
of Georgia public dinners. 

Reviews Mission Growth. 

In the afternoon Dr. Arch C. Cree, 
executive secretary of the convention, 
reviewed the marvelous growth of 
mission endeavor on the part of the 
denomination and showed how mar

Dr. Cree presented to the audience 
Mrs. W. J. Neel, president of the 
W. M. U. of Georgia; T. S. Scoggins,

phans’ home; James W. Merritt, state 
fieid worker of the Stinday school de- 
»partment; J. Fred Eden, enlistment 
secretary; Judge W. H. Davis, presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of Mercer 
University; Dr. B. D. Ragsdale, sec- 
retary of the convention, and many 
others who were present and repre- 
sented official relations to the con- 
vention. 

Dr. B. D. Ragsdale, of Mercer Uni- 
versity, was the second speaker of 
the afternoon session and spoke in a 
telling way of the fundamentals of 
the denomination. He declared that 
if Baptists would live up to the pro- 
fessions of their faith they would be 
the best people in the world. 

Dr. P. A. Jessup was the last 
speaker of the day. He recounted the 
remarkable growth of Baptist work in 
scuth Georgia. It was in that section 
of the state that the denomination en- 
jored a growth not equalled in any 
section of the country and Dr. Jessup 
told this story in a convincing manner. 

A thunder storm broke upon the 
meeting as the last hymn was being 
sung and the great audience was 
driven to the automobiles and car- 
riages, for there were many buggies 
and cariages sprinkled among the au- 
tomobiles that lined the roadside in 
every direction, and the historic day 
came to a close in a refreshing down- 
rour of rain. 

The last day of the centennial cele- 
bration will be Tuesday at Mercer 
University in Maco where it is ex- 
pected 10,000 Baptists will make a 
pi'grimage to pay tribute to the con- 
tributions of the century. 

First Day of Meeting. \ 

The first day of the celebration of 
the Georgia Baptist anniversary was 
held Saturday at Kiokee church, on 
the banks of the Kiokee creek, where 
one hundred and fifty years ago 
Daniel Marshal and twelve other.peo- 
ple organized the first Baptist church 
ever established in this state. There 
were two thousand people at Kiokee, 
and fitting tribute was paid the mem- 
mory of the pioneers in church work 
in this commonwealth. 


Dr. John D. Mell, president of the 
Georgia Baptist convention, presided. 
Dr. T. J. Beck, of Tennille, one of the 
oldest ministers in Georgia, spoke of 
the early Georgia Baptist preachers. 

Dr. W. W. Landrum, one time pas- 
tor of the First Baptist church of 
Atlanta and now of Kentucky, deliv- 
ered the principal address of the 
morning, in which he interpreted the 
development of the denomination from 
the first church established in 1772 
to the present. 

In the afternoon Judge William H. 
Davis, chairman of the board of trus- 
tees of Mercer University, spoke on 
the development of the great Savan- 
nah ‘river belt of Georgia under the 
influence of men like Jesse Mercer 
and Adiel Sherwood. . 

Dr. A. C. Creem, executive secretary 
of the Georgia Baptist convention. 
told the story of the 150 years of 
missionary endeavor on the part of 
the Baptists of the state, emphasizing 
the fact that in the last eight years 
Georgia Baptists have given as much 
to missions, education and benevolénce 
as they did in the 40 years previous 
to that period. He told of the de- 
velopment from 17.000 members in 
1822 to the 380,000 today. -He told 
of the development from no Sunday 
schools in, 1822 to more than 2.000 
schools today. He recounted the fact 
that there were today 1,400 B. Y. P. 
T', organizations in the state today 
with a total of 40,000 members. 

Rev. Walter M. Lee was the last 
sneaker of the day and he spoke only 
of one man—Daniel Marshal. It waa 
Marshal, a well educated man, who 
came info Georgia_in the .early yeare 
of the nineteenth century and set up 
the organization of the denomination. 

Pilgrimages to\the historic points 
abeut Kiokee were made during the 
day and by the use of cameras 
visitors have rerorded many of the

] have dwelt in previous articles 
rather disparagingly on some aspects 
of things American. The crass com- 
mercialism which disfigures with hid- 
eous billboards the beauties bestowed 
by a bounteous nature and the hor- 
rors Of railroad travel in the United 
States and Canada are defects obvious 
to the visitor. One does not need 
time, ability to observe and analyze, 
nor courage to see them and point 
them out. 
Before me now, however, is a sub- 
ject that for proper treatment re- 
quires more time, more power of ob- 
servation. and to discuss without an 
introductory apology, more courage 
than I have. Having made the apol- 
ogy, let me plead in speaking of ‘The 
Average American’ a complete lack 
of malice and a desire to be frank 
without flattery? 
It has been my good fortune since 
my girlhood to have met many gift- 
ed Americans. If it had been my 
fate never to have met any others 
than those and the Americans and 


Canadians who made my recent trav- 
els interesting, I should have put down 


the whole race of the new world not 
oniy as chivalrous, energetic and 
idealistic, but as a racé having the 
divine fire—the thirst for truth and 
heauty that is truly inspiring. 

There is in‘*the American a naive 
desire to have the good points of his 
country appreciated. He is likely to 
call attention to some particular phase 
of progress in which he is interested 
and ask expectantly that you com- 
ment on it. 

In admitting faults he apologizes 
for them and in the same breath 
prophesies or announces steps to 
amend them.. The naivete is much 
more agreeable than the gross na-

There are no .~barsher critics of 
America. modes and manners now 
thun Americans themselves. They are 
keenly sensitive of their cultural de- 
fects in the presence of the visitor, 
but though it must be admitted that 
the average American is not “cul- 
tured,” and does not care, many 
Americans in public life are. 

Governor Allen: Stays All Day. 

Among the interesting personages 
I met on this tour was Mr. Henry 
J Allen, governor of the state of 
Kansas. He is a man of authority, 
not only intelligent but intellectual— 
@ rare combination. It needs no 
witch toe predict a great future for 
him. He was a fellow guest at lunch- 
eon at the home of Mrs. Shields in 
Kansas City and arrived long before 
the luncheon hour. He remained at 
Mrs. Shield’s lovely house on Cherry 
Street from 11:30 till 6 in the eve- 
ning, in spite of having an appoint- 
ment at 4, by which I inferred he 
could do what he liked. 


Kansas has recently established an 
industrial’ court in which matters 
that might lead to strikes are to be 
settled. Governor Allen is deeply in- 
terested in the subject, and wrote me 
as follows concerning it: 

“State of Kansas, Office of the 
Governor, Topeka.—My Dear Mrs. 


Asquith: I am taking the liberty of 
sending you a copy of my book on thé 
industrial question. 
forgive me for intruding it upon you. 

have so many delightful recollections 
of the keen and instructive things you 
said at Mrs. Shields’ house, that 
now find myself full of regret that 
the conversation continually drifted 
into general discussions which robbed 
us all of an opportunity to hear more 
of your own conclusions.

Over here it has come, 
through misuse, to denote a peculiar 
class whose reaction is anti-govern- 
ment. The anarchist, the socialist, 
the communist and the bolshevist, are 
nll put down in one class, and the 
word ‘liberal’ is thundered at them hy 
orators and editors.

Governor Allen is typical of the 
leaders of progressive thoyght in 
America—practical, energetic, capable 
of putting his ideals into effect. 

In New York, .among other well- 
known men, 1 met Mr. Arthur Bris- 
bane, the famous journalist and friend 
of my daughter, Elizabeth Bibesco. I 
sat between him and Mr. Norman Hap- 
good and had an excellent conversa- 
tion such as too great observers and 
gifted writers can make, They both 
spoke in high praise of “I have only 
myself to blame,” my daughter’s book. 
Theit comments were typical too of 
what the intellectual American sees in 
a book of the sort. 

Regarding this book, Clarence Day, 
Jr., reviewing it in ‘““The New Repub- 
lic,””’ quoted from it:

“It made me so sad to read some of 
the reviews of your book. 1 knew, of 
course, how few people appreciated 
fine writing, but now 1 know how few 
people have ever been in love!” 

I mention thesé incidents to show 
that there is among Americans a real 
appreciation for finer things, whether 
it be the betterment of the people’s 
lives, such as is Geoge V. Allen’s ideal, 
or of better things in literature, as ex- 
emplified in the attitude of Messrs. 
Brisbane and Day. 

Americans Lack Leisure. 

It is perhaps presumptious in me 
to comment on the “average American 
men” from the brief weeks I spent in 
America. I should not attempt to pass 
judgment tipon them except that the 
“specimens” (if I may call them so, in 
all seriousness) appeared roughly to be 
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to him leiture is wasted time. He must 
forever be feverishly at work; talking 
over the day’s business at luncheon; 
planning his pleasures to attain some 
point in his business, so that his en- 


joyment at what he verms a “show” is 
modified by the impression his enter- 
tainment and his “proposition” made 
on. his guest, a prospective customer. 

Even his golf, which alone threatens 
to rival his work in interest, is often 
taken up with a view to the associa- 
tions it brings. | 

The American should realize that 
leisure is not laziness. And, as a cor- 
ollary, he should learn that business, 
even if itself a pleasure to him, is not 
inspiring. Nor is the mere accumula- 
tion of money, pictures, books or any- 
thing else inspiring in itself. It makes 
egotists out of us. : 

Americans Adore Noise. 

Knowing little of culture, he as- 
sumes, or really possesses, a scorn for. 
it, leaving its pursuit to his wife. If 
rhe attains eminence in what he terms 
a high-brow pursuit, he is inordinate- 
ly Proud of her, although he affects 
a patronizing tolerance. 

He constanily declines, therefore, to 
enitivate his own intellect or to take 
pleasure in others”. He gets his 
mental stimulus from the struggle 
of the business world and mistakes 
the intelligence he develops there for 
inte]! »ct. 

Americans are not truly a nervous- 
race, although hurried and hectic. 
They do not merely endure noise; 
they adore it. Screaming elevated 
trains, clanging trams, jangling tele- 
phone bells—in the midst of bedlam 
that mever ceases in a-«working day, 
and changes cnly in key, not in vol- 
ume, at night, they feverishly leap 
from task to task, issuing orders or 
carrying them out as though the 
sifety of the world depended on 
them. 

This noise, smoke and confusion is 
often pointed to as something to be 
proud of. The American business 
man regards it as a symbol of his 
industry and prosperity. To him the 
hustle and bustle it represents are a 
goal, not merely the means to an end. 

Their amusements are likely to be 
as strenuous as their work or to be 
the opposite. To some Americans, 
barbari« jazz brings recreation; others 
find rest from the cares that beset 
the day in painting their fences! 

I hope I have not been too severe 
in this criticism. Hospitable, tactful 
and tolerant. his innate chivalry has 
done much to put the Afmerican on a 
pedestal where many Europeans, how- 
ever “polished” and gallant. would do 
well to study him. | 

His faults are as wel! known, prob- 
éblv, to himself as to anrone else. 

But one which he docs not seem 
to appreciate, or to try to eliminate, 
is one I wrote of in a previous arti- 
cle: Jt is his refusal te allow his 
“women folks” to share in his busi- 
ness. And business, in the lexicon of 
the average American. means life. 

He Keeps His Wife Out of It. 

To this fact I am inclined to at- 
tribute, as I said before, much of the 
disasters which befall the married 
And while the 
American wife is partly to blame be- 
cause she does not insist on sharing 
her husband’s life and dees not, as 
a matter of fact, actually oualify her- 
self to share it, the larger part of 
the blame for the alarminy amount of 
domestic infidelity in the United: 


States is due fundamenatlly to the. 


husband. 

I have charged him with a desire 
to keep his -vife out of his business, 
out of his life. He treats her with 
a respect and admiration that makes 
her the envy of women of the old 
world. But he forces her to look on 
him merely as one who worships her 
with the practicalsort of worship that 
—— her with every material com- 
ort. 

He forces her to find her inteéelec- 
tual pleasures elsewhere than in his 
life or his «ompany. Sometimes, it 
appeara that he would use her as a 
sort of show window in which to hang 
the symbols of his success. 

Suecess, indeed, is the ggd of the 
Yankee and the word, among an in- 
tellectual poértion of Americans, 1s 
eynonymous with the proven capacity 
for making money. 

Money Is Mark of Success. 

Thus,‘ one is told, as a measure of 
nis success, how much such a writer 
meade Mist year, how much a play- 
wright’s royalties from the cinema- 
tograph added to his liabilities for in- 
come tax and how much this or that 
artist spent in building ‘the ornate 
country house you pass. 

Thus the standard is mioney, in 
literature, in the drama and in the 
graphic arts. 

Naturally this is but one side of the 
picture and unfortunately it is: the 
side that makes a great display in pro- 
portion to its importance. There are 
countless men in America devoted to 
‘wrt for art’s sake” (to use the time- 
worn phrase) ; countless men who edit 
newspapers at paltry recompense that 
they may be true to certain princi- 
ples, unnumbered Americans who de- 
vote themselves to public service, not 
crly with no reasonable chance of 
success as told in term of dollars, 
but with every possibility that they 
will be unrecognized by the hurrying 
American public entirely. 

It is the American public, without
